The fourth public lecture on 
"The Now York Zoologloal Park ;" 
the origin and locution ol the park ; 
the animals on exhibition, and how 
tlniy mi' cared for, illustrated by 
Ntereopticon views, was given hy 
Miss Mary V. Worstell, on Thurs- 
day evening, Oatober 24th. 

She began by telling of the origin 
of the park. It. was not, only fabri- 
cated for animals, hut nlso for the 
pleasure of man. The oily expends 
thousand of dollars annually for the 
Improvement of roads and to beau- 
tify the park. The trees are well 
oared for and rarely is a tree chop- 
ped down. In Asia the people mast 
pay admission to see animals in 
their zoo, hut, in this city admission 
'" ni ven free of charge. The Zoologi- 
cal Society aims chiefly to help man 
to know the habits and life of the 
animals on exhibition. The park 
Consists of fifteen beaut it ul and 
Costly houses foi animals, and each 
Of the inmates is made to feel at 
home. 

The lectarei now began to discuss 
the venomous serpents on exhibi- 
tion. The iiit.llesnakes, copper- 
head, water- moocassin and cobra 
are very dangerous to man. The cob- 
fa is the most, deadly of all serpents 
In a year 20,000 persons have been 
killed by them in British India. 
Miss Worstell showed us a pictuio 
°t a monstrous India Python that 
Was 22 feet long and weighed 1120 
Pounds. 

Miss Worstell now began to ex- 
Plain the palmiped, nocturnal and 
Jltirnal bird of prey, which are to he 
found in the park. The wonder is 
tbe Urges! bird that Hies sometimes 
Measuring 12 feet from t ho top of 
|"ie outspread wing to the other, 
'he eagle, the national bird of 
Mexico, feeds upon prey. The* hawk 
R |id falcon are very large diurnal 
"irds. of the palmiped birds, Miss 
*»orstell spoke especially about, the 
"bite pelican and flamingo. The 
°*l was the only nocturnal bird of 
Prey that the lecturer spoke aliout. 

The heaver is the most intelligent 
r( >'iein, of North American. It builds 
targe dams to keep the water from 
Neaping during dry seasons. It

, At this period of the lecture Miss 
^orrttell began to discuss, the oar- 



nivorons animals that have fixed 
claws — wolves, foxes, etc. The wolf 
makes its lair in rocky caverns under 
the roots of fallen trees and in hol- 
low logs. The fox is a very sly and 
cowardly beast. It is not feared by 
man. 

The part of the lecture that 
caused most interest among the 
pupils was when the lecturer spoke 
about the various species of mon- 
keys. 

The chimpanzee inhabits the 
coast from Sierra Leone to Congo. 
Il is about one meter (5 feet) in 
height. It is a very intelligent 
animal and can be easily domesti- 
cated. Man is similar to the orang- 
outang and the gorilla in the gener- 
al form and structure of the body, 
but as an Intellectual being, man 
belongs in a class by himself, for no 
form of beings can approach mau 
in this respect, The gorilla some- 
times at tains a height of six feet. 
It is very powerful and is an in- 
habitant of Afrioa. 

Tbe members of the carnivorous 
family seem to be fiercest animals 
of the animal world. The tiger and 
lion are probably the most untam- 
able foims of wild beast. The lion, 
which is known as "the king of 
beasts," is a native of Africa and 
Central Asia. The tiger is the 
fiercest form of cat and attacks man. 
it is a native of Asia and is bunted 
for sport. The jaguar is a beauti- 
fully spotted animal, but is not as 
dangerous as the lion or tiger. 
Continuing on Miss Worstell told 
of the leopard and other animals of 
the cat family. 

After an hour and a half of un- 
usual interest, the lecture ended at 
0)80 o'clock, with a good round of 
applause. The signs of the inter- 
preter, Prof. Bjorleo, were far more 
distinct than the first lecture he In- 
terpreted, for Miss Stoiner on 
"Alaska and her wonderful re- 
sources."

To Keep Strong: and Healthy. 

If yon wish to have healthy in- 
testinal organs do not injure them 
by the use of cathartics. Hy this 
name we mean all those drugs too 
often given by unwise mothers or 
friends to children, and, indeed, 
often used regnlary and unneces- 
sarily by many adults who ought 
to know better. Calomel, salts, 
sulphur and molasses, aloes In the 
form of simp or pills, castor oi 1 ; in 
fact, oils, pills, powders in any fotm 
cause temporary injury and if kept 
up destroy forever the tone and 
chemical life of the intestines. 

All these " home remedies "and 
drugstore concoctions act as mechan- 
ical irritants ; some, such as pre- 
paration of mercury, of which calo 
mel is one, act through their mere 
metallic weight. 

There is a constant twisting and 
onward movement — downward — of 
the intestines. This is to aid in the 
piopulsion of the food Ihroutfh the 
whole tract where it meet with its 
various digestive fluids and those 
necessary to separate the poition 
needed to noiiiisli the body and 
leavo the useless to pass on and 
finally out of the system. 

It is the general idea that the 
stomach digests the food. The 
stomach has very little to with di- 
gestion. Its principal function is 
to prepare the food for digestion. 
It turns, and through III muscular 
movements mixes the food while its 
glands pour out acids and other 
fluids to make the mass fit to pass 
into the intestines, where real di- 
gestion takes place. As it moves 
on through 45 or more feet of the 
intestines this mass of food is at- 
tacked by juices, each of which has 
a particular duty to perform. For 
instance, the bile, which flows from 
the bile ducts and which is alwaya 
being made by the liver. 

The bile really acts in normal 
quantities as a soap washing out the 
intestines. 

Now, anything which harms or 
disturbs the muscular action of the 
intestines, or causes an increase or 
decrease of the juices which come 
from standi located in the inner 
lining of the intestines, will, of 
course, injure your digestive powers; 
and this means your general health. 
Cathartics or purging medicines will 
do this. Many drugs advertised to 
take off fat are really nothing but 
powerful cathartics. At first they 
reduce your weight through their 
purging action, and then you keep 
thin because yonr digestive tract — 
the intestines — has been injured to 
such an extent, that normal disges 
tion processes cannot go on. 

Don't confound nature laxatives 
with cathartics of puriting drugs. 
Nature furnishes the right kind of 
laxative for every animal and man 
The dog in the Spring will seek out a 
certain leaf or grass and eat of it 
before ho will take a meal. The 
deer goes to the salt lick or sprinir, 
the horse iu his natural 
element hunts for the grass which 
contains a natural salt. Moreover, 
all animals drink plenty of water, 
and If deprived of this fluid fora 
day become peevish and feverish. 
To the person who is troubled by 
foul breath, biliousness and a head- 
ache which accompanies this too- 
frequent coudition, I emphatically 
say: Stop all pills, powders and 
other stuff at once. Cet an empty 
shot. bag. Tut into this bag about 
four pounds of buckshot. Sew up 
the end of the bag. When you go 
to tied place this bag upon your 
abdomen — the belly — ami by a 
movement of your abdominal 
muscles let the shot roll over and 
around for 10 or 15 minutes. This 
is really a massaging of the livfcr and 
intestines. Driuk all the water 
you can possibly hold before break- 
fast. If you will go through " IP 
same massaging in tbe morning yon 
will soon get back the lost lone of 
your in tei st ines and you will not 
feel the need of pills or potions. 

Hut even with all those natural 
methods one sometimes needs a 
mild laxative. In a former article 
1 spoke of a saline laxative. What 
I had reference to was some of the 
natural mineral waters which con- 
tain salts in solution. There are 
many of them which are too power- 
ful — act as a purgative. The- 
should not take. A glass before 
breakfast once a week of the milder 
natural laxative waters will not 
harm you while getting back to a 
natural coudition. But the best of 



all laxatives is fruit. Pears, oranges, 
ii^'s, apples, berries and the much 
maligned prune. In fact, the latter 
fruit, is the best natural laxative you 
can use, for it costs but little and 
can be obtained throughout the year. 

Nature demands that man should 
help the intestines in their work. 
All foods prepared from the unbolt- 
ed meal of the cereal grains are laxa- 
tives. Graham bread or brown 
bread prepared from unbolted wheat 
ureal is the best for continued use. 
It is the best complexion maker 
next to fresh air you can obtain. 
Cracked wheat for breakfast will al- 
most always bring about a healthy 
state of the intestines. Of course, 
it must be eaten regularly. 

If you do not care sbout a good 
complexion, a sweet breath, good 
spirits, which always go with per- 
fect health, then avoid drinking 
water in the morning and take tea, 
paralyze your intestines hy the use 
of calomel or any a rug-store ca- 
thartics, eat doughnuts for luncheon 
instead of vegetables, twit your din- 
ner and tighten yours stays, go to 
bed with soda water mixed with 
chemical extracts floating in your 
stomach, and restlessly toss in a 
room from which you have excluded 
the fresh air. 

Hut if you want brightuess, the 
bloom of health, the ability to work 
with pleasure, a smooth skin and 
strong muscles— then don't do these 
things. — Cliicago America)). 



Th*> Man with a Trade. 



Every morning of the work day 
world a crowd of at least 3,000 peo- 
ple gather about the gates of the 
Chicago stock yards. 

For an hour they wait in the rain 
or the snow or the hot enn, plead- 
ing, struggling together for work — 
for a chance to earn fifteen cents au 
hour at hard manual labor. 

In that pathetic army, which is 
mustered every morning, there are 
old men and young women, chil 
dron and grandmothers, cripples 
aud tall young peasauts, with the 
strength of a bull in their broad, 
awkward frames. 

When times begin to grow a bit 
hard the regular morning crowd 
grows larger. 

At the first distant whisper of 
panic tiiere pre five instead of three 
thousand anxious, hungry people, 
waiting outside the gate when the 
whistle blows. There is no better 
index than this to business condi- 
tions. 

Every morning the great majority 
of these patient people are sent away 
without winning the vast favor of an 
opportunity to work. At best they 
are given only casual and temporary 
jobs — they are put iu to fill gaps in 
the regular working force left by Ill- 
ness or accidents. All they can hope 
for is a few hours at fifteen ceuts 
out of each week. 

They are a part of the great regu- 
lar army of the unemployed. They 
are unskilled laborers, with nothing 
to sell but the work of their un- 
taught hands. 

It is the continual presence of 
this mass of surplus labor that 
keeps aragea down at the stock 
yards. These untrained workmen 
must not only themselves strug- 
gle on with a wretched pittance, hut 
theii need and shell helplessness 
BftVi a depressing effect, on the 
wages of every man employed iu 
the whole industry. 

To look at this early morning 
crowd :>f casual laborers is to rea- 
lize the added strength the primary 
duly of every parent to give his 
child the great advantage of a 
trade. It is for lack of a trade that 
these poor people aie forced to wait 
every morning — and usually in 
vain — for a fifteen cent job. 

The carpenter, the biicklayer, the 
pluinlier — the journeyman iu any 
handcraft— can, when work is slack 
in his own neighborhood, throw bis 
tool-kit over his shoulder and go 
elsewhere, with the fail certainty 
that there will presently lie a goml 
demand for his skill. The man 
who really knows how to make 
things, need never go long without 
work — and work at a living wane. 

The casual, untrained day labor- 
er, on the other hand, has no such 
certainty. Anybody cau take his 
place. Whal he has to sell is always 
a drug 00 the market. 

In almost the same evil case is 

that other great army of unskilled 

laborer* who make up the mass of 

| clerks and office meu. Most of them 



are victims of the " white shirt hab- 
it." Only half-educated and utterly 
untrained, it is their foolish ambi- 
tion, when they leave grammar 
school, to avoid, at any cost, the 
overalls and jumper of the me- 
chanic. 

Beginning with a miscroscopio 
place iu some office they rise within 
a few years to ten or twelve or fifteen 
dollars a week, and there the great 
majority of them stick, changing 
employers with more and more fre- 
quency as they grow older, until, 
with the coming of gray hairs, they 
are forced out by the pressure of 
fresh raw material underbidding fer 
the splendid privilege of wearing 
white cufTs and earning less than 
half the weekly wages of a skilled 
workmau In any honest trade. 

Tbe inventiou and use of tools is 
one of the things which sets man 
apart from the other animals. 

In the mastery of the tools of any 
trade man demonstrates his kinship 
with the gods, with the makers, the 
creators, the powers which change 
aud mold the world to their will. 

No man in any walk in life can 
give his son a better start than to 
see that he is taught a trade. There 
are certain royal families in Europe 
that set the world an example in 
this respect. 

Not alone the young princes, but 
the princesses also are apprenticed 
to some trade and are kept at it 
until they have qualified as journey- 
men. 

Then — aud not before — are they 
allowed to take part in the regular 
work of the court. And iu the 
same way a boy will be a better 
lawyer or doctor or preacher if be has 
first mastered some handicraft. — 
Chicago Tribune.

Petersburg, the place of interment 
of the Tsars, two great candles are 
always kept burning, one at the 
head and the other at the foot of the 
casket of the Tsar last buried. 

These candles, which are replac- 
ed immediately they are burned 
down, have kept constantly since 
the burial of Alexander II. iu 1881 
at the head and foot of his tomb 
and were transferred 1894 to the 
head and foot of the Tsar to die. 
There they will remain until an- 
other Emperor and is buried. 

A guard of officials in semi-mili- 
tary uniform is always ou dnty to 
keep the candles trimmed and 
alight, with strict orders never to 
let one go out. 

The sacred fire of Behern in a 
temple in the village of Oodwada, 
India, has been bopt burning, it is 
stated, for twelve hundred years 
and is a Mecca foi thonsauds of 
pilgrims every year. The tomb of 
Tippoo Sahib at Seringapatam is 
lit by a number of silver lamps 
which are kept always lit. —

tared by the Dutch her cargo of OS* 
litem or "Indian tin" found its vvn)' 
into Europe, Nobody at that time 
know what it was, and It was a pleC 
of this cargo that became the sid'' 
jeot of analysis by Lenavius. ZIoSi 
il seems, was first produced in India, 
but soon became an important '"' 
dustry in China. Tho first ChiueS" 
book which mentions zinc, calling ' ( 
ya yuen, according to the Engirt 
i n< i and Mining Journal, is the Tie"' 
kong-gaiou, "Technical Fneyoh'' 
podia." China was the sole produce'

from his pocket Bible and for replies 

the principals nodded their heads 
Not a word was spoken until after 
Mr. Kinney had joined theft hands 
in wedlock and was ready to pro- 
nounce the prayer and benediction. 
These words were read aloud and tho 
oial " What God hath joined logo 
ther let no mau put asunder," ended 
i lie ceremony. Court officials and 
the witnesses joined in shaking their 
hands and offering congratulations.

The ostrich is the largest bird. It 
has two long legs and a long Deck. 
The body and wings ate covered 
with feathers. The wing and tail 
feathers are long and beautiful. 
Tho ostrich is about eicht feet high, 
but it can st retell to the height of 
ten feel. Il cannot fly, but it can 
run faster than any hoiso. It not 
only eats grass, grain, vegetables 
ami fruit, but it swallows small 
stones and bits of glass and metal. 
Il is very fond of oranges and swal- 
lows I hem whole. It lives to be 
forty or fifty years old. 

The male bird is black and white 
ami the female Is brownish gray. 
Tho male makes a voty simple nest 
in the sand. One ogjj is laid about 
every other day until there are fif- 
teen. Cue egg weighs about three 
pounds. Some people think that 
the eggs are good to eat, but they 
are very expensive. Due sometimes 
costs twenty dollars. 

The male sits on the eggs at night 
and the female sits on them in the 
morning aud evening. They nsuallv 
leave tho nest, in the heat of tho 
day and let the sun keep the eggs 
warm. 

Tho ostrich chicks begin to hatch 
in about forty days. The) are 
about twenty inohes high when they 
come from the shell Th-\ 
nothing for four days, but after 
that they grow very fast. They 
grow about a foot each month until 
they are six months old, Ostrich 
feat here are very valuable. Every 

nine months tho feathers are out 
from the ostrich. At oath time 
twenty live oi thirty long foathcis 
and a great many short ones are 
cut off. Tho long feathers are call- 
ed plumes. Alter the featheis are 

lied, bleached or dyed, they ate 
ready tO Bell, The ostrich is a na- 
liveof Afiioa but there are now 

oral ostrich farms in tho United 
States.

Salt water rots the hair, so never 
fail to rinso with fresh water after 
sea bathing.
